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CAPITOL READY TO 
CLOSE SESSION 


Departments Yet to be Reorgan­ 
ized . Expect Many Changes 
in Personnel. 


SALARY RILLS IMPORTANT 


Present Plana Would Give Teachera 
h, ' i ; 
Twenty Per Cent Increase. 
Mighi 
Draw from School Appropriation. 


Capitol Hill is getting 
ready for 
the windup 
of the Legislature 
and 
speculating on two very im portant 
points for the average 
man on the 
“H ill.” One is, what will be the ef­ 
fect of the adm inistration bills pre­ 
sented to 
reorganize about 
a third 
of the apartm ents of the State Gov­ 
ernment, and the other is how many 
people will be there next year. 
The 
State authorities have let it be known 
th at there will be no changes in the 
departm ents until after 
the Legis­ 
lature 
has gone 
and its work 
has 
been digester!. 
The opinion prevails 
th at there will be many changes then. 
More applications have been filed for 
places in the departm ents than exist, 
and 
it will be 
some task to 
figure 
them out. 
The 
Department of 
Agriculture, 
Insurance, Banking, Public Grounds 
and Buildings and several other* are 
covered by bills for reorganizations 
and there is scarcely a branch of any 
consequence th at 
is not affected by 
pending legislation, although some of 
them will be 
unscathed when 
the 
bills cease grinding. 
The D epartm ent of Labor and In­ 
dustry is now in a building by itself, 
having three floors of the Keystone 
building. 
The Departments of In­ 
struction 
and 
Mines 
are 
getting 
ready to move. 
The fourth or fifth bill for the in­ 
creasing of salaries of teachers of the 
schools of Pennsylvania is scheduled 
to make its appearance in the Legis­ 
lature in the next ten days and will 
likely be made a substitute for meas­ 
ures now before the two Houses. The 


Woodruff bill, which passed the House 
a few day$ ago, 
after being 
much 
amended, is likely to either be drop­ 
ped or have some of the features of 
the Catlin bill applied to it, while a 
considerable 
segm ent of lawmakers 
will endeavor to have 
the new bills 
adopted on the ground th at it makes 
definite provisions and is more work­ 
able 
than others. 
The new bill is 
not an adm inistration 
measure, but 
it is said to l.ave 
been tacitly ap­ 
proved in some places. 
The plan of the 
bill would be to 
give an increase of twenty per cent 
to the teachers and various persons 
in school service, including instruc­ 
tion, special subjects and adm inistra- j 
tion. 
Where districts can afford it, 
the State would guarantee an advance 
of at least HOO a year, per teacher. 
The increase 
would be divided 
be- 
j tween the State and the district, and ( 
; $6,000,000 is to be expressly 
ap p ro -1 
priated for the S tate’s share for two i 
years. 
This would do away with a 
scale of pay mentioned in the various 
bills and put it on a definite basis for 
all. 
There is also talk of a provision 
th at if the $6,000,000 will not reach, 
the general school appropriation can 
be drawn upon. 
One 
of the provisions 
would be 
a requirement for a detailed 
state­ 
ment of salaries to be filed by August 
I, annually with the Departm ent of 
Public Instruction, which would dis­ 
burse the funds.
